Allowable Product, Rejoinder of All Previously Withdrawn Process Claims 

1. Claims 1-49 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures set forth in 
MPEP § 821.04(b), claim 8, 9 and 27-48, directed to the process of making or using an 
allowable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction 
requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1.104.
